How ( ’hicks Are Pedigreed 


The poultry 
departm ent 
of 
the 
Missouri Cbllege of Agriculture 
is 
hatching 6000 chicks this spring, and 
a g reat many of these will he pedi­ 
greed. 
In building up high product­ 
ing strain s it As necessary, of course, 
to know dx-fin.itely the ancestry 
of 
each 
chick. 
To make 
sure of this 
knowledge each chick is hatched 
in­ 
side a msoquito netting sack so th at 
a leg number can be attached to the 
chick 
before 
the 
eggshell and its 
identifying number aiv lost. 
In setting th e incubators only trap- 
nested 
eggs 
are used, 
says 
H. L. 
Kempster, chairm an of the 
poultry 
departm ent. 
Trapnesting 
makes 
it 
possible to record 
on the 
egg 
the 
h-'n’s number and the number of 
the 
pen, the la tte r indicating the 
male 
ancestry of the embryo within 
the 
egg. 
There is 
an 
incul>a>tor 
sheet on 
on which each egg in the machine is 
recorded. 
Tw ite a day th>- eggs are 
turned (the 18th day in the incuba­ 
tor) each egg »« put in a sack, 6x10 
inches, made of mo&quito netting. 
When the chick is taken from the 
sack a leg band (is put 
on. In 
the 
record book an entry is than made of 
the leg-hand num ber together with 
>he number of the mother, j>ent 
and 
the date hatched. 
The complete record of each chick 
thus pedigreed at the College shows 
not only the ancestry, but also 
th> 
egg production record of each female 
ancestor as far back as trap-nest rec­ 
ord« have been kept.

Masking from a practical standpoint. 
11 can, however, be used for this pur­ 
pose providing 
an 
electric cap 
is 
placed in each stick and 
a blasting 
machine employed 
to 
explode 
all 
charges 
sim ultaneously, 
but 
even 
then the gases resulting 
from 
the 
explosion are too slow for economical 
and satisfactory work. 
Sodatol can­ 
not l>e used in the “propagated” 
or 
“continuous” method of d tch blast­ 
ing because it contains no nitrogly­ 
cerine and is therefore very insensi­ 
tive to shock.
